BERLIN, Nov. 24.—In the course of the last 
eighteen. months a great and somewhat sud- 
den change has come over the ‘position ot 
German trade and industry. 

Less than two years ago the fatheriand was 
creating for itself fresh records In many 
spheres of business activity—was coining new 
compound nouns to express the achieve- 
ments of a new commercial era—was flushed 
with the excitement of a boom such as Ger- 
many had never seen before. — 

Today she is visited by a crisis which 
likewise has.no precedent in the annals of 
German commerce, by a reaction as.acute 
and painful as the boom was. intense and 
marvelous. 

é What Does Crisis Meanr 

While the United Statks will raise the 
game question in the near future, Germany 
is already today confronting economists with 
the problem: What does this crisis mean? 
Is it a.mere passing reaction whic® will not } 
materially delay or affect the rise of a greac 
trading nation? Or is it a violent cast- 
back to a normal condition of relative com- 
mercial insignificance? 

Must we say that the boom which “ went 

up like a rocket and came down like a stick ”’. 
ab all brag, bluff, and bombast? Or are we 
‘to assume that the present crisis is merely a 
passing pause in the flight towards commer- 
cial ascendency? 

Taking a broad view of the matter, we shall 
find that the agencies which for many years 
have been at work in Germany, acting in con- 
junction with the natural resources of the. 
country and the slowly developed tendencies 
of its people, were, in the long run, bound to 
produce a great trading nation. 


Where Germany Excels.. 

Germany certainly leads in the electrical 
and chemical industries. From the Rhine 
to the Vistula and from southern Bavaria 
to the Baltic great industrial and trading 
centers have sprung up everywhere. Essen 
and Bochum vie with Sheffield and Birming- 
ham. Saxony is a beehive almost as busy 
as Lancashire. Barmen and Elberfeld com- 
pete everywhere with Manchester and Brad- 
ford. The Ruhr district has become as im- 
portant. as our “ Black Country.” Berlin 
has. developed into one of the finest towns 
of the world. Frankfurt, always opulent, 
has few rivals as a center of wealth. Sleepy 
cities ike. Hanover have become the seats 
of great and active trades. Hamburg is to- 
day one of the greatest and, I believe, the 
most progressive of seaports. And German 
steamship companies. send ships that hold 
records for size, speed, and pleasantness all 
over the Seven Seas to carry on a foreign 
trade which shows greater expansion than 
the trade of any other European nation.

Vanderbilt, at 


BATTLESHIP'S ENGINES. TO

Board of ‘Engineers May Be Called fe 
Inspect Machinery — Flanges and 
Heads of Cylinders Declared to Bea 
Menace to Safety—Ofiicers of Ship Si- 
fent, but Agent of Builders Is in New 

Orleans Prepared to Remedy the 

Trouble. 

New. Orleans, La., Dec. 8.—[Special. J—- 
Serious defects have manifested themselves 
in the machinery of the battleship Lllinois, 
now in this. port, and it is more than probable 
that a board of naval engineers will be named 
by the department to examine its engines, 
piece by piece. 

James Rowbottom, superintendent of ma- 
chinery of the Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Dry Dock company, reached New Or- 
leans today to investigate the complaints 
which have been made to the department and 
which have been referred to the company. 
On the voyage to New Orleans cracks de- 
veloped in the cylinder flanges and heads. 4 
‘Other defects were located both in starboard 
and port engines. It is believed that the 
department has been requested to name a 
board of engineers to pass upon the ma- 
chinery. It is said that the cylinder flanges 
are not only badly cracked but that the 
cylinders themselves are detective. 

Captain Converse and the officers of the 
Illinois have nothing to say upon the sub- 
ject of the defects. In the event that the 
Board of Engineers convenes here it is 
thought that the Illinois will return at once 
to the shipyard of the Newport News Ship- 
building and Dry Dock company, where it 
was built. 


ALARM FOR BRITISH COAL TRADE 


Exports Show a Loss of 158,000 Tons 
in the First Ten Months of 
Present Year.

LONDON, ..9, 3 a. m.—The situation 
in the etiear ead trade is causing a good 
deal of apprehension on the part of owners 
and merchants, and there is a resumption 
of the outcry against the export tax, which 
formed so prominent a feature of Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach’s last budget. 

Coal exports have decreased by 158,000 tons 
during the first ten months of the present 
year, and the average number of days 
worked by the collieries has generally fallen 
off, while In most of the principal districts 
the supply is in excess of the demand. 


Iron Industry Takes Less. 

The iron industries, which usually account 
for 35,000,000 to 40,000,000 tons every year, 
have greatly reduced consumption, owing to 
the reduction in the number of furnaces in 
blast. 

In the face of all this new collieries which 
were begun and old ones which were opened 
during the boom last year, are increasing, 


probability that a considerably larger quan- 
tity of coal is being put on the market. Prices 
have not yet fallen to anything like the level 
of three years ago, but the decline that has 
already taken place leaves them five shillings 
below high water mark of last year, and the 
tehdency is to drop still lower.

The 
show is always welcomed by Londonefs, as 
its chief characteristic is the Christmas dis-. 
play of the roast beef of old England. The 
idea of a Christmas exhibition of cattle was 
started bythe Smithfield club in 1798, and 
the following year saw the suggestion an 
accomplished fact. The show, which will 
be opened by the King at Agricultural Hall 
in Islington today, will be the 108d of its kind. 
His Majesty has been a frequent prizewinner 
at Agricultural Hall, and this year he again 
contrifutes extensively to the cattle and 
sheep divisions. The prizes offered amount 
in valie to nearly £3,600 ($18,000), or about 
£300 ($1,600) less than theaverage. I.N. F.

FAMINE CONDITIONS IN RUSSIA. 


Government Distributes More than Five 
‘Million Bushels of Grain at 
Cost of $7,106,629. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 22.—[Correspond- 
ence.}]—The Ministry of the Interior has is- 
sued another statement about the famine, 
Five and a half million poods (3,300,000 bush- 
els) of winter. grain and 3,000,000 poods (1,800, - 

bushels) of summer grain has been pur- 
path and forwarded to the needy districts. 
The total grain purchases are given as ex- 
ceeding 16,000,000 poods (9,600,000 bushels), 
for which 10,000,000 rubles (%5,000,000) has 
béen expended. The entire famine fund so 
far disposable is 14,213,258 rubles ($7,106,629. 
The original estimates of grain to relieve the 
famine districts are now found to be exces- 
sive, and they have consequently been re- 
duced in a number of cases. 

Conditions in Asiatic Russia are still bad, 
and much relief will be sent there. Petitions 
for official proclamation of famine from 
Asiatic Russia were received from twenty- 
seven districts and were granted in twenty- 
two. 

“The Emperor has just sanctioned the be- 
ginning of preliminary work on the two great 
railroads—Petersburg-Viatka and Bologoye- 
Siedice. The latter is a strategic road lead- 
ing to the western frontier. Many workmen 
from the famine districts will find employ- .- 
ment in clearing the right of way of these 
roads.

TORPEDO GON A SUCCES 


Ne Ship Can Enter Harbor Which It 
Guards—Test at Hilton Head, &, C., 
Means a Reward of $100,000 for the 
Constructors — Explosive Gelatine 
Used in Shells with Results— 

‘Five Shots Fired tm Half the Time 
Required, 


Savannah, Ga., Dec. 8.~The test of the 
new pneumatic torpedo gun at Hilton 
Head, 8. C., yesterday under the auspices 
of a board of army officefs is known to 
have been satisfactory. Major Ira McNutt 
of the ordnance department was chief offi- 
cer of the board. The government will pay 
the builders $100,000 as a result. The ship 
could enter a harbor guarded by the gun. 

The gun'is at the entrance to Port Royal 
harbor. It was shown to have a range of 
6,000 yards. Eight projectiles, loaded with 
explosive gelatine, were fired. Six of them 
exploded upon impact and threw columns of 
water into the air. Two were fixed with 
time fuses. 
at such a depth under water that there was 
not any disturbance discernible. The explo- 
sive c es ranged from 50 to 200 pound 
of nitro-gelatine. 

Five dummies were fired to test speed. 
The government required that they should 
be discharged in twenty minutes. The time 
taken: to fire them was ten and one-half 
minutes. Forty dummies of 1,180 pounds 
@ich were then fired as an endurance test. 
There was no hitch. 


WOMAN IS HEROINE OF 
FIRE IN MILWAUKEE. 


‘Mrs. Ellen Myers, Assistant Matron of 
Sanitarium, Displays Great Coolness 
at Critical Moment.

tarium were saved from death by fire at 
5:30 o’clock this morning through the pres- 
ence of mind of the assistant matron, Mrs.

Official Details of the Newly Completed 
. Line from Moscow to Viadivostock 
- Published at St. Petersburg. 


spondence. ]—The daily organ of the Finance 
ministry has published a detailed article 
which affords valuable details in regard to 
the Siberian and Eastern Chinese railroad, 

The distance by express train from Chelya- 
binsk to Viadivostok is 5,526 versts; to 
Port Arthur, 5,711; from St, Petersburg to 
Viadivostok, 8,195, to. Port Arthur, 8,380 
versts; from Alexandrovo, on the German 
frontier, via Moscow to Port Arthur, 9,220 
versts. A verst is equal to 8,500 feet. 

The total cost hitherto is given as exceed- 
ing 780,000,000 rubles ($390,000,000). The road 
cannot yet be regarded as complete, how- 
ever, the railway around Lake Baikal, two 
large tunnels, many temporary bridges, and 
unduly light rails throughout the entire 
length of the Siberian railway proper, being 
obstacles to safe, regular, and speedy traffic, 

The official writer expects the road to carry 
silk, tea, perishable and dead gooda gener- 
ally, at once, and of course Russian and for- 
eign mails and passengers. Under favorable 
conditions, after the road is entirely com- 
pleted, the journey from Ostend should be 
made in about ten days. | 

At present, however, to Moscow alone re-

about half the time of the sea journey.

To Prevent Disbanding of Small- 
- er School Teams and De- 
faulting Games.

With the end of the high school football 
season comes the scouting and figuring for 
next season. Never before in the history 
of local high school football have there been 
such strong teams as thoseof this year, and 
the games have been attended more than in 
previous years. | 

But with all the success, the question of 
what to do with the weak teams must be 
settled. In some schools the teams are not 
strong enough to cope with Hyde Park, 
North Division, and Englewood, and they 
lose -the first two or three games and drop 
out of the league discouraged. This occurred 
during last season and nearly caused the 
disbandment of the entire league. | 


Because of the number of teams the High 


School league has always been divided into 
two sections, Bastern and Western, Haleted 
ptreet being the dividing line, the strongest 
teams of each division to meet in the finals 
for the championship. A plan has been sug- 
gested by which the disbandment of the 
weaker teams might be prevented. Instead 
of having the league divided according to 
locality suggested that be divided 
according to athletic strength, the schools 


| turning out strong teams being in one league 


and the poorer teams in the other. This 
would not only make the conteste more in- 
teresting, but would give the weak teams 
a chance to win in their class and encourage 
athletics in the smaller schools, such as South 
Chicago, Calumet, and Northwest Division. 
At the last meeting of the Board of Con- 
trol this plan was discussed and met with 
favor. A committee was appointed to look 


into the matter and report in the nedr fu-. 


ture. 


The need of some such plan is apparent 


when it is remembered that the football 
teams which are strong now can be relied 
upon to be as strong next season. Hyde 
Park, which won,the championship, loses 
only four of the eleven men who played in 
Saturday's. game. These are the seniors, 
Bard, Pruyn, Milchrist, and Austin. Of the 
others Captain Eckersoll, Knorr, Barcol, 
Ransem, Hunt, and. Walker are juniors. 
Hammond, the full back, is a sophomore. 
Then Hyde Park had a scrub this year that 
is the equal of some of the high school 
elevens, and this is made up mostly of 
sophomores and juniors.

I t necessary to expatiate on the important | 
weve the Poles as a nation have rendered in 
the past to the Holy See. With the downfall of 
the Polish Commonwealth their relations with the 
See of Peter only tightened the more. It is note- 
worthy that almost simultaneously with the parti- 
tioning of the old Polish provinces the Three Ser- 
pents, but more particularly Russia and Prussia, 
have not ceased in their efforts by threats and 
entreaties to @espoil the Poles of their language. 
Their object was, as it is now, to draw the Poles by 
this means into a schism. Thé reason that they 
have not succeeded in this attempt, despite bloody 
persecution, can only be attributed to the religious 
and patriotic zeal of the Poles and to the influence 
of the Apostolic See. 

In the course of time a large number of Poles, 
having escaped the religious persecution of the 
Muscovite and Prussian rule, came here to wor- 
ship God according to the practice of their Cath- 
olic ancestors, in their own mative tongue. As- 
suredly there can be no blame attached to them 
on that account. It is owing to their zeal and un- 
limited generosity that so many splendid churches 
arose in comparatively short time. In their paro- 
chiat schools, side by side with their own native 
language, English is taught daily. The younger 
generation, therefore, is in no need of learning 
English. Indeed, it is acknowledged on all sides 
that the Polish young men and women speak and 
write English.as readily and fluently as the native- 
bern American. This, however, cannot be said 
Of the older generation, to whose generosity the 
existence and maintenance of Polish churches 
must be attributed. While they thank Almighty 
‘God for having provided them with worthy priests 
of their.own nationality, they yearn naturally for 
an ecclesiastic of a higher order, who would teach, 
admonish, and console them in théir own hative 
tongué. ‘The satisfaction they would feel fn beihg 
addressed in their own language by a prelate—no

Big Market in Wheat. 


The wheat market last week was in a 
good many respects a runaway affair. This 
is ly true of the conditions exist- 
ing Friday and Saturday, when the highest 
prices of the week and on the crop were 


the highest price yet reached. Statistics of 
any kind were utterly without value, the 
market being subject only to an enormous 
buying pressure from all parts of the coun- 
try. There was at times enormous selling 
in the way of taking profits, but thé demand 
at all times kept pace with the offerings. 
Closing prices showed an advance of be- 
tween 5e and 6c for the week, with all the 
conditions favoring still further advances to 
points which even the pronounced bulls in 
the trade are unwilling to predict. . 

Up to Saturday there was little or no re- 
sponse on the part of foreign markets to the 
advances made locally, but on that day 
cables took a sharp upturn, and substantia! 
buying orders came from the other side. 
The increase in the export movement since 
July 1 is over 132,000,000 bu, or 51,000,000 
bu more than during the same period’ last 
year. In view of this big Increase in the 
figures for the long term, interest is lost 
in the fact that exports for the week do not 
show up large. 

Milling centers are helping along the strong 
bull market by their demand for wheat for 
grinding purposes. All of the Northwestern 
mills are said to be away behind on orders 
and are working up to the limit of capacity, 

Some discouraging reports are coming in 
on foreign crops, and it is now quite firmly 
established that neither Russia, India, or 
Argentina can help out western Europe in 
its wheat requirements. Supplies of this 
character must therefore come from the 
United States. This is simply increasing the 
crop of believers in higher prices, although 
under the existing conditions of local specula- 
tion the market needs little help. <A sur- 
prising number of buying orders continue 
to come in, especially from the prosperous 
sections of the West and Southwest. These 
buyers are all making big money on wheat 
and generally have handsome profits to put 
into further speculation. 


Record Prices on Corn. 


Corn is higher, with two exceptions, than 
it has been for twenty years, and even at 6c 
for the May delivery. which price was 
touched on Saturday, there is a speculative 
demand which readily absorbs all the offer- 
ings. Without exception the commission 
houses have been up to this time extremely 
bullish on corn and are primarily responsi- 
bie through their market letters for the 
immense speculation in this cereal. Many of 
these commission houses are becoming rather 
more conservative, owing to what looks like 
fancy prices, but speculation keeps up just 
the same and enormous profits are being 
made by the fortunate ones who came in at 
lower prices. Throughout the entire South

Demand throughout the 
Southwest was good all the week, but sales 
were somewhat restricted, owing to the high 
price of futures, which advanced so rapidly 
that cash handlers could not keep pace 
with them. Premiums are higher than at 
any previous time on the crop. The Decem- 
ber delivery sold on Saturday at 46%c, bc 
higher than the low point the previous week, 
while May sold and closed at 47%c, Stic 

igher than the previous week's low point. 
These figures represent enormous profits to 
holders, in view of the long lines of future 
deliveries which were built up during the 
week. 

There was at times a good speculation in 
the provision list, although prices show no 
big changes. Product is higher all along the 
line, to a certain extent, because of the 
Sympathetic influence between ‘corn and 
hogs. The latter are running heavy in num- 
bers but light in weight. Predictions are 
made that within two or three months all 
of the markétable hogs will have been 
cleaned up throughout the Western country. 
Farmers are selling because of an inability 
to. buy feed, which could not profitably be 
fed at present prices. Therelative difference 
between feed and product has also been 
the inducing cause of liberal purchases of 
pork, lard, and ribs. :
